‘to an art. Avignon, the neighbour of 
Orange, is the capital of Vaucluse. When 
the popes came to Avignon, the drummers 
came with them. e art spread to 
Orange.'' Orange was annexed by the Low 
Countries, but ultimately returned to 
France. ‘‘ Meantime, however, two things 
had happened. It had given its name to 
these Dutch Stadholders. The cult of the 
drum passed North. William Henry, 
Prince of Orange, that distinguished 
soldier of the later reign of Louis XIV; 
carried it West. Ilic jacet. 


R. PADRAIC COLUM ‘has published 
a new edition of his “Irish Year ” 

under the title of “ The Road Round Ire- 
land,” introducing a lot of new matter 
about modern politics and books which 
have been added to Irish literature in late 
years. The book has much in it that is 
beautiful—although this is the oldest part 
of the book. The stories scattered through 
the inconsequential chapters often have a 
ie vigour. 

he tales are creative work, bearing the 
stamp of the teller’s mind, which is subtly 
attuned to what commonly we call folk- 
lore. Often when we consider folk poetry 
—that is, anonymous songs prese 
orally by the folk—we realise that its 
makers must have been men of a peculiar 
refinement, whose imagination worked in 
a different tradition from that which is 
embodied in our books. We can conceive 
the maker of “Were you down at 
Carrick?” or “Máire de Barra” being 
also the author of these stories, fragrant 
with the scents of the Irish countryside, 
and untamed by the laws of our books. 

The creative genius of this type is not a 

critical genius. The chapters in Mr. 
Colum’s book which concern literature are 
interesting, like good journalism, when 
they dea] with men whom he knew; but 
when they go farther afield they are dis- 
appointing, He tells of O’Rahilly, 
O’Sullivan and other Munster poets, at 
second hand, and his pages are crowded 
with inaccuracies, Throughout the book, 
moreover, he seldom uses an Irish word— 
and he uses a vast number—without wild 
guesswork. The blunders would matter less 
if they did not occur just where the writer 
is Addressing himself to the instruction of 
others.

Of very different quality is Mr. F. 
Anstey’s well-known play. In his preface 
the author expresses the fear that the revo- 
lution in social customs which has occurred 
since the play was written—towards the 
end of the last century—will make it in- 
comprehensible, if not incredible, to the 
present generation; but the very fact of 
its successful revival in Dublin and else- 
where of late years goes to prove that fear 
largely unfounded. Human nature has 
altered not at all, and, the psychology of 
the comedy being sound, the externals 
make little matter.

If any decision emerges at the end it 
seems to be that the obstacles to real pro- 
gress in any of these directions are almost 
insurmountable, because the evils which it 
is imperative to remedy are bound up with 
unchangeable popular custom and habit of 

mind. In dealing with child marriages, 
Miss Mayo makes no attempt to use dis-

uropean desire that comment on the 
facts as stated should be milder. ‘‘ The 
people of India follow their religions, 
which, save with the small sect called 
Jains, produce no mercy either to man or 
to beast in the sense that we of the West 
know mercy.’

The election campaigns in County 
Dublin and South Dublin City are being 
fought with great vigour by both the 
Cumann na nGaedheal and Fianna Fail 
Parties. | 

President Oosgrave spoke at Blackrock 
last night on behalf of Mr. G. O'Sullivan, 
candidate for County Dublin, and received 
a most cordial welcome. He said that 
the Public Safety Bill was aimed solely 
at the gunmen, who wanted to overthrow 
the State by violence. He did not believe 
that the members of Fianna Fail approved 
of assassination, but they wanted to 
prevent the Government from dealing with 
the evil. 

Mr. Robert Brennan, the Fianna Fail 
candidate for County Dublin, in a speech 
at Rathmines, referrede to the Army 
mutiny, and to the fact that Mr. 
O'Sullivan was removed from the post of 
Adjutant-General by the late Mr. 
O’ Higgins. 

Speaking on recent political events at a 
meeting of the Central branch of Cumann 
na nGaedheal in Dublin last night, Mr: 
McGilligan, Minister for Industry, said 
that the circumstances of a coalition that 
had been offered by Mr. Johnson to the 
Government had been freely talked about 
by members of the Labour Party. 

They were to the effect. that Fianna 
Fail should be wiped out, their seats being 
declared vacant, and the test of the oath 
being imposed on nomination. It was 
then said that, if the Government declared 
the Fianna Fail seats vacant, Labour 
would get the majority of the votes that 
went “Irregular”? and would come back 
with a party of fifty. 

The man, Mr. McGilligan said, who 
proposed this had the impudence now to 
join with Fianna Fail in signing a demand 
for the holding up of the Electoral 
Amendment Act.

Mr. Patrick McGilligan, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, made an important 
speech in Dublin last night, when he ad- 
dressed for an hour and forty-five minutes 
the Central Branch of Cumann na nGaedheal, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. H. Dockrell, 
in the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street. 

RECENT EVENTS. 

Mr. McGilligan said that -the present 
political situation in Ireland was a very, 
difficult subject to deal with, and in a short 
address he would not attempt to deal with 
it adequately. First of all, they were too 
near what he would call the indecent events 
of the last three days—the dishonesty that 
was sought to be perpetrated—to be in a 
Pp to judge or criticise them properly. 
n the second rm the repercussion of the 
death of the Minister for Seatice had been 
such that Ministers had had very little time 
to let their thoughts wander along ordered 
lines on the subject of the present political 
situation. After he had looked in the Dail 
on Tuesday last on the ill-assorted combina- 
tion that tried unsuccessfully to throw the 
Government out, he had indulged in a certain 
amount  oÍ research work, and from that 


. had tried to gs together what was said 
c 


in the past, each of the other. 

He took up the Constitution of the Free 
State, and showed that it was designed to 
enable the people to have their will carried 
out through the elected representatives and 
the Government chosen by those representa- 
tives. In the Constitution there was secured, 
as far as human ingenuity had found it 
possible, the most perfect means for the 
expression of the will of.the people as to 
how that Government should function. He 
spoke of what to most of them was elemen- 
tary politics, because what had been at- 
tempted that week was the negation of the 
right of appeal to the people provided in 
the Constitution, the most absolute denial of 
the people being allowed to express their 
opinions as to how the country was to be 
governed. They had witnessed a deliberately 
planned attempt to defeat the people of their 
constitutional rights. Those who set up to 
be idolaters of the Constitution had by 
political trickery attempted to rob the. Con- 
stitution of all that in it was most valuable. 


Deputy Johnson, whose attitude all along. 


had been, that the “Constitution was so 
sacred that, no part of it should be changed 
by ordinary legislation, had within the past 
few days been guilty of an attempt to dis- 
-egard the Constitution, to defeat the people 
of their right to pronounce on a new situa- 
tion, and to snatch, without their consent; a 
period of office for himself and the ill- 
assorted coalition which he sought to group 
around him. 

THE LATE MINISTER FOR JUSTICE. — 

The Minister proceeded to elaborate *he 
idea of the State as the supreme sovial 
organism, and quoted authorities that failure 
in obedience to the State is an offenve. 
against the natural law. To some all that 
ie said might be just a repetition of what 
everyone was supposed to w, but among 
all the expressions of sorrow and regret for 
the murder of a month or so ago, there was 
very little advertence to the fact that a 
crime against the natural law had been com- 
mitted. There was something more in th 
shooting down of a Minister of State than 
there was iú the murder of an unarmed 
citizen on the way to the performance of his 
duty to his God. The . most striking 
characteristic of the present political situa- 
tion was the anti-State aim, as it was shown

These 
circumstances were freely talked of by mem- 
bers of the Labour Party, and were to the 
effect that Fianna Fail should be wiped out, 
their seats being declared vacant, and a test 
of the oath being imposed on nomination, It 
was stated that if the Government. declared 
the Fianna Fail seats’ vacant, Labour would 
get a majority of the votes that went 
“ Irregular, > and come back with a party of 
fifty.

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Chinese Complexities. 


New permutations and combinations have 
arisen to perplex the student of Far Eastern 
affaits. During the present week a serious 
crisis between the British forces at 
Shanghai and the local Chinese troops was 
averted by a hair’s breadth. On Tues- 
day a British aeroplane. was forced by 
engine trouble to make a hurried landing 
on -the international -race-course “at 
Kiangwan, just outside Shanghai. The 
colonel of the Chinese regiment that was 
in the neighbourhood despatched a party of 
men to guard the machine while the air- 
men sent to the city for assistance. When 
a detachment of Royal Air Force mechanics 
arrived; they dismantled the aeroplane and 
removed the engine and fuselage to the 
international settlement; but a Chinese 
officer informed them that the wings must 
not be touched. Thereupon General Duncan, 
commander of the Shanghai Defence Force, 
acted with commendable promptitude. He 
instructed the British Consul-General to 
inform the Chinese authorities that, if 
the wings should not be restored imme- 
diately, appropriate steps would be taken 
to compel their return. When the 
Chinese refused to comply with this 
demand a party of British troops cut the 
Shanghai-Hangchow railway line, thus 
effectively preventing the movement of 
Southern troops. General Duncan's action 
had immediate results; for the aeroplane 
wings were sent back to Shanghai yester- 


} day. 


While this little interlude has been in 
progress at Shanghai, the unfortunate 
people of China have been trying to 
accustom themselves to the latest changes 
in the politico-military situation. General 
Chiang Kai-shek has gone. For many 
months he has dominated Southern China. 
His influence procured the breach between 
Nanking’ and Hankow. It was he who 
for a time broke the power of the 
Russian Bolshevik, Jacob Borodin, and 
high hopes were held that Chiang Kai- 
shek would restore the country to a condi- 
tion of civilised government and economic 
stability. Like all China’s leaders of an 
hour, however, he found himself assailed 
on every side by foes and friends alike. 
Being a philosopher, he realised at last 
that there was no use in kicking against 
the pricks; and so, having amassed a con- 
siderable fortune by methods which are not 
peculiar to Chinese revolutionaries, he 
sent his wife quietly to the United States 
with the spoils, and sailed himself from 


to know his destination. Some say that 
he has retired finally from Chinese affairs ; 
others take the view that he has gone into 
temporary retreat pour mieux sauter when 
a suitable opportunity presents itself. At 
any rate, his departuré has changed the 
whole complexion of the Chinese war. It 
has removed the most moderate influence

affairs wouldybe futile. It is quite on the 
cards that Sun Chuan-feng to-morrow may 
throw in his lot with the Kuomintang,

Northern Jeaders; and the rumour is 
current that: Feng Yu-hsiang has offered 
him the rich province of Kiangsu as the 
price of an alliance. As Jacob Borodin 
is reported to be in Feng’s camp at 
present, this alleged offer indicates that 
the Communist influence is in the 
ascendent again. Sun is, or has been, a 
bi'‘er enemy of Bolshevism in China; 
but Kiangsu is a fine province, and, like 
Chiang Kai-shek, the former Governor of 
Shanghai may have a wife who is anxious 
to visit the United States. The combina- 


hsiang ought to be sufficient to exhaust 
even the patience of the Chinese ; but such 
anomalies are the life’s blood of Celestial!

The Open Championship. 

Ireland's first Open Golf Championship 
was decided yesterday, and fiction could 
not have conceived a more dramatic or 
more fitting result. It was dramatic 
because a great player snatched success not 
merely from the jaws, but from the very 
gullet, of defeat. On the opening day 
at Portmarnock the local professional, W. 
Nolan, flattered our native hopes with a 
splendid round of 72. It established a new 
“ record 4” for the course and remained un- 
equalled during the Championship, but it 
was Ireland’s biggest bid for victory. After 
Wednesday’s play T. H. Cotton, the 
brilliant young professional of Langley 
Park, led the field, with J. Smith, of 
Wentworth, a single stroke behind. Yes- 
terday morning brought, perhaps, the 
most abominable weather in which. first- 
class golf ever was played. Fierce winds 
and a biting rain scourged the course, and 
in these vile conditions Smith achieved the 
excellent score of 77, which gave him a 
lead of eight strokes over Cotton and of 
fourteen strokes over George Duncan, his 
own famous colleague of © Wentworth. 
Since only eighteen holes remained, it 
seemed that nothing save simultaneous fits 
of apoplexy could” remove Smith and 
Cotton from the path; but genius is in- 
calculable, and Duncan possesses it. There 
are occasions when he decides that virtu- 
ally impossible things must be done, and 
does them. Through weather which filled 
the air with the disjecta membra of stout 
umbrellas Duncan had a final round of 
74—equal, experts said, to a 68 obtained in 
normal conditions. He eliminated those 
fourteen strokes, and won the champion- 
ship with a total score of 312; Cotton was 
second with 313 and Smith third with 
515. It was a wonderful victory, and it 
was, as we have said, a fitting victory, 
because this Open Irish Championship was 
the child of Duncan’s brain. He suggested 
it during a former visit to Portmarnock, 
and fortunately the seed fell on fertile 
ground. 
Not only Irish golfers, but that 
too large community of Irishmen and 
Irishwomen who cannot tell a driver from 
a niblick, owe, a large debt to the Port- 
marnock Club’s courageous enterprise. In 
the first place, the Club, at it’ own charges 
—and we fear that yesterday’s weather 
will not have diminished them—has 
furnished an exhibition of magnificent golf 
on Irish soil. In the next place, it has 
done the thing admirably. All the English 
newspapers have testified to the perfection 
of the Club’s arrangements, thus helping 
to forward that new fame for national 
efficiency which the Royal Dublin Society 
founded. In the third place, the Club 
has given a world-wide advertisement to 
this country’s attractions as a resort for 
golfers and for the general tourist. There 
is, we believe, a prospect that the Port- 
marnock course will be put on the rota for 
the British Championships, to the great 
profit of Irish golf and of the Irish tourist 
traffic. As good Irishmen, therefore, Mr. 
W. Fitzsimmons, the captain, Mr. James 
Sheehan, the honorary secretary, and the 
committee and members of the Portmar- 
nock Club must feel to-day that their 
labour and expenditure are not un- 
rewarded. (We may hope now that it wil! 
be found possible to hold the Irish Open 
Championship annually, and not, as was 
the first intention, only once in four years. 
It is certain that, if Northern Irish 
golfers will make themselves responsible 
for an Open Championship next year, at 
Newcastle or Portrush, they will have the 
heartiest co-operation and support from 
the Free State. Irish sport recognises no 
boundary, and Irish golf lays no stymies 
between North and South.

Japanese Posts. 
Two interesting new postage stamps 
have been issued in Japan, marking the 


the Universal Postal Union. One bears 
the portrait of a venerable old gentleman, 
Baron Mitsu Maejima, the creator, in 
1871, of the modern Japanese postal 
system, and the other a map of the world, 
with a carrier bird bearing a letter across 
the ocean. In 1870, Baron Maejima 
visited England, and studied the European 
postal organisation. Japanese stamps were 
issued first in 1872. Until 1875 the 
Japanese stamps had no international 
circulation, but in January of that year, 
by virtue of an agreement with the United 
States, the stamps paid postage abroad. 
In the Daily Telegraph Mr. Frederick 
J. Melville quotes the saying of Baren 
Maejima at a dinner party to oad 
officials held to celebrate the occasion: 
“ from this day our chrysanthemum will 
shed its lustre throughout the world.” In 
1877 the ambitious Director-General of 
Posts had the satisfaction of seeing his 
country accepted as a member of the 
Postal Union. This meant the closing 
of foreign post. offices in Japan. In his 
exultant report, Baron Maejima wrote: 
“What advantage and also glory we get 
by this convention we need not say, but 
we have specially to emphasise the fact 
that hereafter stamps bearing the emblem 
of the Empire of Japan will go, with all 
the power they possess, everywhere in the 
civilised world, and we, located in the 
extreme East, are able to correspond freely 
with friends afar off.” The event, indeed, 
marked more than the extension of postal 
amenities. To-day Japan is one of the 
three principals in negotiations that affect 
the world’s peace ; only fifty years ago she 
rejoiced to be admitted to the international | 
postal system.

VISCOUNT MONCK, 


We regret to announce that the Right 
Hon. Hi Power Ghasles Btaniey, th 
Viscount Monck, died in his seventy-eighth 
at Charleville, Enniskerry, County 
icklow, yesterday. 
Viscount Monck was the son of Charles 
Stanley, fourth Viscount, and was born in 
Dublin in 1849. He was educated at Eton 
and Christ Church, Oxford, and served in the 
Coldstream Guards from 1871 to 1885. He 
took part in the Egyptian campaign, and 
also in the Suakin expedition, and was 
awarded a medal, with two clasps, and a 
bronze star. Viscount Monck married in 
1874 Lady Edith Scott, daughter of the third 
Far! of Clonmel]. He was a Justice of the 
Peace and Deputy Lieutenant of the County 
Wicklow, and also a Justice of the Peace for 
the County of Dublin. 

Lord Monck owned some 14,200 acres in 
th> counties of Wicklow, Kilkenny, Wexford, 
Westmeath and the City of Dublin. He was 
‘a resident) landlord, and a warm supporter of 
the Church of Ireland and the Dublin 
Hospital Sunday collection. 

A sportsman and a capital shot, Viscount 
Monck in his younger days was also known 
as a cricketer and racquet player. He is 
succeeded in the title and estates by his 
grandson, Henry Wyndham Stanle onck, 
son of the Honourable Charles H. 8S. Monck, 
who died .in 1918. His mother was’ a 
daughter of Sir W. Portal. Viscount Monck 
was a member of the Carlton and Kildare 
Street Clubs. His residence at Enniskerry is 
one of the most beautiful seats in the County 
Wicklow. In the Visitation of Devon in 
1620 the full pedigree is given of the Monck 
family, who came from Potheridge, Devon. 
The Irish branch derive their descent from 
Charles Stanley, first Baron Monck, of Bally- 
trammon, County Wexford, who was created 
an Irish Peer in 1797. The fourth Viscount, 
father of the late Lord Monck, was a Com- 
missioner of Church Temporalities in Ireland, 
and was created a Peer of the United King- 
dom in 1866. The late Lord Monck was 
highly respected by all classes of the com- 
munity. He was a strong Unionist, but took 
no very prominent part in Irish politics. 

The funeral will take place at Powerscourt 
Old Churchyard on Monday next. 


MAJOR D. G. J. RYAN. 

A Correspondent of The Times writes :— 
There are very many soldiers, more especially 
among the Gurkha Brigade, who will read 
with deep regret of the death of Major 
‘‘ Joss” Ryan, of the 6th Gurkha Rifles, 
killed while playing te at Abbottabad, on 
the N.W. Frontier of India, on July 18. . 

This officer was the adjutant of the battalion 
which rendered brilliant service during the 
Gallipoli campaign, pisying i main part in 
the capture of the hill at Helles, known sub- 
sequently as Gurkha Bluff, and later dis- 
tinguishing itself again by reaching the 
summit of the Sari Bari Ridge in the opera- 
tions connected with" the landing at Suvla 
Bay. Through all this period Major Ryan 
was many times over the top, never out of 
danger, escaping untouched; he displayed 

and on other 
battle-grounds later, exceptional amh 
eombined with tactical skill and leadership of 
a rare nature, as all those who knew him can 
testify. Major Ryan twice won the D.S.O. 
and gained a very early brevet majority, and 
was specially nominated after the war for the 
Staff College course. It seems truly pathetic 
that a life so full of promise for the future, 
so full of experience for his age, and so dis- 
tinguished should be lost in an accident 
during a slow chukkar of station polo. 

He .was buried in the early morning of 
July 19, and it can be truly said that no 
officer has been laid to rest more beloved by 
his men than he was. His own company, and 
the few men who still remain who had served 
with him in Gallipoli, asked if they might be 
allowed on the night of his death to march 
past his body as a last signal of respect and 
affection for one who had served them so 
well, while sentries of’ honour remained 
throughout that night guarding his body. It 
was an intensely impressive and moving 
scene, the more so as it was an impulse from 
the Gurkha ranks themselves. The Army can 
ill afford to lose a man of his type. A soldier 
by instinct and in appearance, seeking every 
opportunity to add to his own efficiency and 
that of the Service he loved so well, ex- 
tremely unselfish and modest, he leaves a 
deep gap in the thinned and ever-thinning 
ranks of those who served’ with him before 
and during the Great War. 


THE REV. HAMILTON MOORE. 


The Rev. Hamilton Moore, a Presbyterian 
clergyman who was well known in Ulster, 
died suddenly at Londoun Manse, Ayrshire, 
on the 16th inst. Mr.. Moore was the fifth 
son of the late Rev. Dr. John Hamilton 
Moore, some time minister of Elmwood 
Presbyterian Church, Belfast. He was edu- 
cated at Queen’s College, Belfast, where he 
graduated B.A. in 1878, and took his M.A. 
degree in the following year. At the 
Assembly’s College, Belfast, he held a 
scholarship in each year of his theological 
course. Mr. Moore was licensed by the Bel- 
fast Presbytery in May of 1881, and in the 
following November he was ordained for the 
Glenwherry congregation, Ballymena. There 
he ministered till 1889, when he entered the 
ministry of the Church of Scotland. 


MR. RICHARD B. BOYCE.

In less than a fortnight Ministers will 
be repairing to Geneva for the meeting of 
the League of Nations. One of the points 
which will arise for early decision will be 
the military occupation of the Rhineland. 
Germany is bent on pressing the fulfil- 
ment of the Locarno promise that there 
shall be a reduction of the number of 
troops now in that area, and she urges 
its redemption without further delay. The 
fewer the troops stationed there the less 
her financial responsibility, and in these 
days all nations are jealously eyeing the 
lines on which economies can be effected. 
The total Allied force in the Rhineland 
is about 70,000, Britain and Belgium beino 
represented by 7,000 each and France by 
55,000. It is suggested that France's 

uota shall be, reduced to 30,000 ana 
that of the other Powers by from 1,500 to 
2,000 each, but France seems reluctant to 
maintain less than an army of 45,000 in 
that sphere. 


Military Attaches. 


Although the British Government has 
agreed to the appointment of Naval and 
Military Attachés to London from ex. 
enemy. countries, and Germany and 
Hungary have decided to re-establish the 
posts, no Attachés have yet taken up their 
duties. Germany intends to defer any 
appointment until after next months 
meeting of the League, when the subject 
of disarmament will be discussed. Some 
weeks ago Prince von Hohenlohe was 
appointed Hungarian Military Attaché in 
Tondon, but his arrival here has 
postponed, and it is understood that an 
officer of lower rank than colonel wil] he 
selected in his place. 


Mr. Frank Hodges. 


It is believed that, as soon as oppor. 
tunity oifers, Mr Frank Hodges will 
receive an important appointment in the 
gift of the Government. He thus will bo 
following in the footsteps of Sir David 
Shackleton, Mr. George Barnes and Mr. 
Bell, who departed from the Labour move- 
ment to accept places of emolument under 
the Crown. In their various spheres they 
have worked with credit to themselves 
and with advantage to the departments 
with which they have been associated. 
Like Mr. George Spencer, Mr. Hodges 
has been excommunicated from the Labour 
movement for his attitude on the general 
and coal strikes; for what is most un- 
forgivable by Labour is freedom of speech 
and action within its own ranks. His 
ostracism is complete. His desire was to 
re-enter Parliament, but Eccleston square 
made it quite clear that there would be 
no encouragement of his candidature from 
that quarter. me 


Alderman Jinks. 


Mr. John Jinks continues to occupy a 
good deal of space in the London news. 
papers, and he has figured in conversa- 
tions wherever people have congregated 
to-day. His abstention from voting may 
not be popular with all parties, but the 
lighter side of the incident has tickled a 
great part of the world.

OR the first time in the history of the 
fe ‘ree State Parliament the provisions 
Fí Article 47 of the Constitution have been 
nvoked to suspend a bill passed by the 
‘wo Houses of the Oireachtas.

WHAT THE BILL DOES. 
The Electoral Bill, it will be recalled, 


It remains to be seen whether the 
Opposition will, before the expiration of 
the suspensory period, which ends some- 
where about the third week of November, 
take steps to procure the number of 
signatures necessary to secure the submis- 
sion of the ElectoralL{Amendment) Bill by 
referendum to the decision of the people. 

By the time that the ninety days have 
expired, of’ course, much may have 
happened. The Dail meets in Qetoher, 
or six weeks earlier if the Government 
loses one of the two seats which it is now 
contesting, so that the Opposition itself 
is not quite certain whether it will develop 
its first step to the constitutional] conclu- 
sion. 

THE PUBLIC SAFETY ACT. 

During the last few days there has been 
some talk as to whether, in view of Tues- 
day’s happenings in the Dail, the Govern- 
ment is likely to exercise any of the powers 
given to it by the Public Safety Act. 

It is understood that the Ministry is 
considering the early enforcement of 
certain of its provisions, such, for instance, 
as the proclamation .of various il!egal 
organisations. 

In this. event it is possible that the 
Executive ‘Council may find it desirable 
to exercise its powers of deportation, but 


round of golf ever played in Ireland, 
George Duncan, of the Wentworth Club, 
won the Irish Open Championship at Port- 
marnock yesterday. Duncan has sprung 
many surprises in. championships and 
golfing tournaments actoss the water, but 
in his brilliant career:he has never accom- 
plished anything like the performance 
which he put up on the wind and rain- 
swept links at Portmarnock, when he 
finished the last round in a remarkable 
74, to beat T. H. Cotton, of Langley Park, 
by one stroke. The aggregates for the 
seventy-two holes were 312 and 313. 


A GREAT RECOVERY. 

From early morning until well into the 
night the links were swept by a drenching 
rainstorm. Good scoring was impossible, 
and when at the end of the third round J. 
Smith, Duncan's assistant. at Wentworth, 
led Cotton by eight strokes, his victory 
was accepted as a certainty. Golf, how- 
ever, is no less uncertain than cricket. 
The unexpected occurred in the final 
round, with the conditions at their worst. 

In the forenoon, Cotton, who was lead- 
ing the field, which included all the best 
men in the game in four countries and 
three Americans, broke down badly ; Smith 
cracked as badly on the final eighteen 
holes, and Duncan, playing in the typical 
Duncanesque manner, won the champion- 
ship from Cotton, with Smith filling the 
third place three strokes below Duncan. 

The quality of the winner’s golf can 
be gauged, from. the fact that.the scratch 
score for the Portmarnock jinks is 77; an1 
the English professionals who were com- 
peting—Ted Ray, J. H. Taylor, Alec 
Herd, and Archie Compston—agreed that 
it is, perhaps by half-a-dozen strokes, a 
more difficult course than any champion- 
ship green on which they have played. 
In view of the conditions under which the 
score was accomplished, the average golfer 
will realise that Duncan played a flawless 


game.

NEW YORK, Thursday. - 

‘Practically the whole of the United 

States Pacific Fleet, assisted by naval and 
civilian aircraft and many merchant 
vessels, has been engaged to-day in the 
search for the two missing aeroplanes, the 
“ Miss Doran’’ and the ‘‘ Golden Eagle,’’ 
which started on the flight to Hawaii on 
Tuesday. 
Two hours after the appearance yester- 
day of the winner of the first prize of 
25,000 dollars (£5,000), the ‘‘ Woolaroo,”’ 
piloted by Mr. A. C. Goebel, and navi- 
gated by Lieutenant W. V. Davis, the 
“ Aloha,’’ with Mr. Martin Jensen as 
pilot, and Mr. Paul Schluter as navigator, 
landed, thus gaining the second prize of 
10,000 dollars (£2,000), but of the two re- 
maining competitors there has been no 
trace or report, after a few early messages 
stating that they. had been sighted over 
-half-way flying on a southerly course. 

On board the “ Miss Doran,” whiclt was 
the only biplane in the race; were Mr. 
J. A. Pedlar, the pilot; Lieutenant V. R. 
Knope, ‘navigator, and Miss ' Mildred 
Doran, who gave her name to the machine, 
as passenger. The “Golden Eagle ’”’ 
carried. Mr. Jack Frost, pilot, and Mr. 
Gordon Scott, navigator.

The average for 
August in. the 35 years 1881-1916, inclusive, 
was 5.04 inches, so that the month is not 
hving up to its reputation of being “ the best 
of the. twelve.” 

An Irish weather expert explained late last 
night that the. atmospheric depression over 
Ireland during the last few days had caused 
frequent downpours of rain. That depres- 
sion was now passing northwards, he said, 
and the weather was likely to improve in a 
day or two. 

25,000,000 TONS OF RAIN ON GREATER 
LONDON. 

The area of heavy rain which crossed the 
South of England on Wednesday night and 
early yesterday, giving London and many 
other districts the worst ,soaking of this dismal 
month, passed to the east and north of 
Britain later, and those regions had a steady 
downpour, while the southern counties 
basked in warm sunshine yesterday after- 
noon. 

Rainfall measurements were over an inch in 
some ‘districts, according to the P.A. weather 
experi, and Greater London’s ration repre- 
sented nearly 25,000,000 tons of water, the 
biggest fall since the thunderstorm of July 11. 

BETTER PROSPECT FOR SATURDAY. 

The barometer is rising slowly, and wire- 
less reports from the Atlantic show that a 
small fine weather area is approaching. We 
are not likely to feel the benefit of this, 
before Saturday, however, and to-day heavy 
showers are probable in most places, with 
thunderstorms locally, though there should be 
considerable sunny intervals. 

Further prospects seem to be rather more 
favourable than of late. 

London’s rainfall measurement for the last 
a ig” days exceeds the normal for the 
whole of August. This is the third consecu- 
tive month of the seven of the present year 
that has been wetter than usual. 

POINTSMEN KNEE-DEEP IN WATER. 

The heavy rain yesterday caused floodin 
in some parts of Great Britain and Ireland. 

Following twelve hours’ torrential rain, 
Corwen, Merioneth, streets were flooded knee- 
deep yesterday. The River Cawrdda over- 
flowed, and the water rushed through a 
number of buildings, including the Glyndwr 
Hotel. 

‘l'raffic was held up on the London-Holyhead 
road for hours. Police in waders and oil- 
skins stood in the water diverting traffic. 
Much damage was done to the roads, which 
were torn up by floods. 

The water entered the houses at the back 
of Corwen terrace and rushed through the 
front doors and down the steps into the 
street. Furniture was floating in the houses, 
where the floods left a trail of deep mud, 

Harvest work in South Lincolnshire was 
again completely stopped yesterday by heav 
rain, which continued for ten hours, wit 
but slight intermission.

BOLTON MILLS DAMAGED; RAILWAY 
SUBMERGED. 

A great storm broke over Bolton, Lanca- 
shire and district: shortly before 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and did considerable 
damage to mills and property on the north 
side of the town. 

From Turton heights, on the moors midway 
between Bolton me 8 Darwen, the water rushed 
down the hillside on to the railway line at 
Turton Station, sweeping through the station- 
master’s house and flooding the permanent 
way to a depth of five feet. Tons of débris 
were carried on to the line, and traffic was 
interrupted. 

There were serious floods in the Bury and 
Tottington districts of Lancashire yesterday 
afternoon. Tram and train services between 
Bury and Bolton were completely stopped. for 
several hours, Houses at Walshaw, Black- 
ford Bridge and Daisyfield were flooded, and 
in Roch street, Blackford Bridge, one dwell- 
ing was in such a dangerous condition that it 
had. to be evacuated by the tenants. .- The 
kitchen floor collapsed, taking all the furni- 
ture with it, and the tenants had a narrow 
escape. j 

Flood water carried away the surface of the 
Haigh road, and the services of the fire 
brigade were requisitioned to lower the flood 
waters there and at Daisyfield and Walshaw. 
At Ossetside three horses were rescued from 
a building in which ‘water had risen to a 
height of four and a half feet. 

LANDSLIDE ON RAILWAY LINE. 

Loosened by the continuous heavy rains of 
the past few days, fifty tons of earth fell 
from a cutting on to the London and North- 
Eastern railway line near Warmsworth, about 
three miles from Doncaster, yesterday, com- 
pletely blocking the down line for some 
distance. 

A large gang of men were soon at work, 
and it was hoped that the line would be 
cleared late last night. ) 

The up line, which remained clear, had to 
be used for the whole of the traffic, which 
caused considerable delay. 

A minor whirlwind was experienced on the 
River Exe at Topsham, a few miles from 
Exeter, last evening. No one was injured, 
but boats and small motor launches in the 
path of the whirlwind, which was only about 
twenty yards wide, had a rough time. Several 
of the launches were shifted about twenty 
feet and partially submerged, while many 
fishing boats were whirled ten to fifteen feet

FORMER SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE DUBLIN POLICE. 


Yesterday in Courtown Harbour, four 
miles from Gorey, Mr. Laurence Murphy, 
ex-Chief Superintendent of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police, who resided at 95 South 
Circular road, Dublin, lost his life while 
bathing. 

Mr. Murphy, his wife; and daughter, and 
also his son-in-law, Mr. Searson, and -his 
wife, of Baggot .street, Dublin, had been. on 
a holiday in Courtown for some weeks. 

Yesterday Mr. Murphy and Mr. Searson 
went for a bathe about a quarter of a mile 
north of the bathing boxes. The sea was 
very rough. After he had been in the water 
for some time Mr. Murphy was noticed to be 
in difficulties. His cry for help brought Mr. 
F. R. Jackson, of Athy, to his aid, and he 
and Mr. Searson succeeded in bringing him 
ashore, when he was found to be dead. 

Artificial respiratien was unsuccessfully 
applied for nearly an hour. The Rev. Father 
O’Grady, C.C., Riverchapel, and Dr. Dwyer 
were soon on ‘the scene. 

Mr. Murphy resigned from the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police about three years ago. 
Mr. Searson, who is suffering from shock, is 
being medically attended. 

At the inquest yesterday it was stated that 
the water was not sufficiently deep to cause 
death by drowning. The jury found that 
death was due to heart failure. 

Mr. Murphy, who was a native of Carlow, 
joined the Dublin Metropolitan Police in 
1882, and served in every division of the 
force. He was an efficient and popular 
officer and earned rapid promotion, . finally 
reaching the rank of Chief Superintendent. 
He retired about four years ago.

cians (Default) Act and the Audit (Local 
Authorities) Bill. | 

The Committee calls for the imposition of 
a special sur-tax on incomes of over £500 a 
year derived from property and investmoen 
with the object of liberating resources for tha 
abolition of taxes on necessaries.

LABOUR MEMBER AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


‘Unemployment should be viewed asa 
social pestilence, and the million unemploved 
should be looked on as gravely as if 
by smallpox. The social consequences 
suffering are equally as dangerous, and at a 
costs society should be relieved df it.” These 
words were used by Mr. Arthur Hayday. 
M.P., in his lecture on “Labour Excha: 
and Unémployment”’ at the National |; 
ndent bour Party Summer ‘eh 
orton, Yorkshire, yesterday. 

He went on to say that there was much 
unscrupulous méndacity in current comments 
about ‘“‘doles’’ to the unemployed. He 
estimated that since the passing of the first 
Act in 1911 workers and employers had con. 
tributed approximately £235,000,000 io the 
Insurance Fund, while the State had con. 
tributed dboat £80,000,000. It was a cruel 
misrepresentation of the facts to refer to 
insurance benefits as charity grants. Th 
were benefits paid for by those who received 
them under the conditions of a definite con. 
tract. ‘Since the passing of the 1920 Act it 
was estimated that 6,600,000 persons had 
been unemployed at one time or another. 

JUVENILE UNEMPLOYED. 

To the weekly official. figures of 1,000,000 
must be-added at least a:further quarter of a 
million for various reasons not now included 
and the greater part of ‘these were juvenile 
unemployed. 

It was a public scandal that there was n 
effective provision for the juveniles leaving 
school in enormous numbers every year, who 
were enduring the demoralising experience of 
long-continu unemployment. It was 
essential that they should be brought under 
the Unemployment Insurance Acts immed 
ately on leaving school. The State si 
make provision for the payment of their | 
contributions, on condition that during t 
period of unemplcyment they should att 
continuation classes, :
